The flavor of even perfectly fresh eggs 
is not always satisfactory, since it Is 
influenced more or less by the charac¬ 
ter of the food eaten by the laying 
bens. The New York state experiment 
station studied the effect of different 
rations upon the flavor of eggs. Those 
laid by hens fed a highly nitrogenous 
ration were inferior to those from hens 
fed a carbonaceous ration. They had a 
disagreeable flavor and odor, the eggs 
and yolk were smaller and the keeping 
qualities were inferior. In a test rat 
the Massachusetts (Hatch) experiment 
station to compare cabbage and clover 
rowen as the green portion of a ration 
for laying hens it was found that the 
e S£s produced on the former ration, al¬ 
though heavier and possessing a higher 
percentage of dry matter, protein and 
fat, were inferior in flavor and cooking 
qualities to eggs produced on the ration 
[ containing clover. The North Carolina 
experiment station studied the effect 
of highly flavored food upon the eggs 
produced. A small quantity of chopped 
wild onion tops and bulbs was added to 
the feed of a number of hens. After 
about two weeks the onion flavor was 
noticed in the eggs laid. When the 
amount of onion feed was increased, 
the flavor became so pronounced that 
the eggs could not be used. A week aft¬ 
er fhe feeding of onions was discontin¬ 
ued the disagreeable flavor was no 
longer noticed. From these tests it ap¬ 
pears that the flavor of eggs may be 
materially influenced by the food con¬ 
sumed. This is a matter of importance 
especially when poultry is kept to 
supply eggs for table use.-Farmers’ 
Bulletin, United States Department of 
Agriculture.

It is 
true we have been accustomed to think 
that they are a necessary adjunct to 
the Asiatic breeds, but why should it 
be so? Laying aside prejudice, who 
shall say that a fine light Brahma 
would not be as handsome with nice 
clean yellow legs and feet as with a 
mass of more or less soiled feathers 
hiding those members? 

Having been an admirer of light 
Brahmas from boyhood and thinking 
they would be improved both in utility 
and appearance if they could be pro¬ 
duced with featherless legs: and feet, 1 
have been experimenting for years 
with that object iff view. It has been 
no easy task. My first efforts were 
along the line of crossing with clean 
legged breeds, but the results were So 
Unsatisfactory that I soon abandoned 
that method. It seems out of place to 
alloy the blood of the grand old breed 
with that of any other, 

I then began with birds of absolutely 
pure breeding, selecting those with as 
light leg and toe feathering as I could 
find and breeding from the cleanest 
legged of their descendants until I 
have succeeded in establishing a strain 
of pure bred light Brahmas that are 
practically without leg and toe feather- 
ing and they are beauties, as the very 
lifelike drawing by Mr. Richardson, ac¬ 
companying this article, clearly shows.

Double and Single Mating. 

The advocates of double mating in 
the March number of The Reliable do 
not say anything about the selling of 
the birds raised from their double mat¬ 
ing, but simply want a cinch in a con¬ 
test by putting up two pens against 
one. 

I never have contended that higher 
scoring specimens can be raised at the 
present day by the single mating than 
by the double system, but have con¬ 
tended, without fear of contradiction, 
tliat it is the only honest way if the 
buyer is to get justice. I believe that 
in the near future as high scoring 
birds will be raised by the single mat¬ 
ing system as can be produced by the 
double, 

While I have bred Barred Rocks for 
17 years, it has only been about four 
years since I quit the mating double. I 
only quit by becoming disgusted with 
buying new blood from the best breed- 
efs of double mating in America, such 
as E. B. Thompson, A, 0. Hawkins aiid 
BrjuMey Bros. If buying new bldod 
from Such honorable breeders of dou 
ble mating makes your flock worse, 1 
do not want any more double mating in 
mine. Of course, had 1 bought from 
them two pens, one for cockerels aid 
one for pullets, I could have raised 
SOme high storing birds, but 1 should 
have had to throw away my own flock 
to do it, and it is the same with every 
buyer.—0. E. Skinner in Reliable Poul¬
